It was considered generally by
those discussing the subject, that the natural and
ordinary operations of the laws of trade laws
which are not made by any legislative authority,
but which necessarily spring out of the compe-

titive system that is a part of ou: social organism
should not lie interfered with, only in such

exceptional cases as may arise in peculiar
s. In the present case it was believed

that the laws of commerce, the great principle
t s ipplv and demand, would answer the ob-ec- i-

contemplated by the prohibitive measures
of the military authority of Columbus, better
than any arbitrary interference could do. While
saying this, : here was no disposition among the
speakers to call in question the reetitude of in-

tention, or the general ability of those who
the prohibition : claiming for themselves,

however. a strong a spirit of patriotism as is

posseted any nh' re. they differ iu opinion from

the authors of that mea-mre- and from their prac-

tical knowledge of commerce they regard their
opinion as entitled to expression aud attention.

The flour for such portions ot the army aa are
supplied from this market, directly or indirectly,
will be raiaed in price, aud what is saved in
Columbus and ni ighlorbeod will W lost else-

where. The: Confederate government will there-

fore I no gainer by the prohibition. What is

saved on one hand will be lost on the other.
The farmer, therefore, will be deprived of the ad-

vantages of an open market, this city will have

its business paralyzed, commerce will suffer a
senou- - disturbance without r.ny equivalent ad
vantage accruing to our army or to our govern-

ment. These are the views ou this subject ex-

pressed on "Change, and probably steps may be
taken to present them at the proper quarter.

As Commissioner for settling tlie accounts of
the city with the State; of Tennessee, I report,
that upon submitting the claims to the Governor
aud Military Board at Nashville, these gentlemen
gave me an attentive hearing, hut donbted their
authority to make the settlement. The Military
Board therefore applied for ami obtained author-
ity from the Legislature to appoint a stiecial
agent for the purpose, and afterward the Board
designated Robert T. Hurt, Esq., for that duty.
After a careful and laborious investigation of all
the claims submitted to him, the agent finally
reported in favor of the allowance of $47 ,111. SO,

which was approved by the Military Board of
the State, and tbe niouey promptly paid to me.
Several accounts were allowed in this settlomi nt
which had not leen paid by the Military Board
of this city, amounting to $l)9i.4ii. These
have since been paid out of the funds in my
hands, leaving a halauce of $!.,! 19. 14. By a
resolution of the Board of Aldermen, I was
directed to pay this amount iu part liquidatiou of
tbe debt of fisMKIO, contracted by tbe city for
military purpose, and I have so disposed of it.

The notes giveu by the Mayor for $45,000 of
the d bt falling tlue in April aud May next,
have been discounted to the city at the same
rate they were discounted to the banks,

the debt to $48,o0fc 96. The payments
made by me have reduced this amount to
!'.:.- - fiii, which sum is still owing to the Bank
of West Tennessee, ou a note for ',000, given
at 'M) days and now over doe. By a resolution
of this Board tlie Mayor is directed to pay this
Imlance out of monies accruing to the city from
the sale of arms, and thus will tlie whole debt
be canceled.
